Another lake has been added to 
the chain of the state-owned lakes 
‘of the Mississippi Game and Fish 
‘Commission. 

John Camp, Executive Director 
of the Commission, said that the 
Fisheries Division has completed 
the 90-acres lake in Perry Coun- 
ty. This lake is located about 4 
miles west of Reaumont. The laka 
has already been stocked with 
bluegill and bass and will be 
opened to fishing next spring. 

The lake building equipment of 
the Commission is now busily pre-

Barry Freeman, Chief of Fisher- 
ies for the Commission, said that 
this lake will have 164 acres of 
water when completed.

Mr, Camp added that the equip- 
ment would move from Jeff Davis 
to Lownes County, then to Lee 
County, the Henneberry Game 
Area, and then to Smith County 
under the construction schedule

Amount Of Floor 
Space Needed For 
Hens Is Studied 


STATE COLLEGE, Miss — The | 


amount of floor space require for 
laying hens is being studied by 
the Mississippi Argicultural Ex- 
periment Station. For years com- 
mercial egg producers have al- 
lowed 3 square feet of floor space 
per laying hen. As building cost 
rise, producers consider reducing 
this amount. 

Dr. Charles H. Thomas, of the 
poultry department, compared 
three amounts of floor space in 
a series of tests at Mississippi 
State University. One group of 
hens had 3 square feet per bird, 
another 2% and another 1% feet. 
A total of 704 hehs were involved 
in the ‘experiment. 
| He found that reducing floor 
space from 3 feet to 2% per 
bird did not affect egg produc- 
tion, However, egg production 
dropped when space was reduced 
to 1% feet. 

Pounds of feed required to pro- 
duce a dozen eggs increased as 
floor space per bird decreased. 
Labor income per hen also decreas- 
ed as spece per bird decreased. 
On the other hand, labor. income 

square foot of floor space in- 
creased as more birds were crowd- 
ed into the houses. 

The tests is being continued, 
but Dr. -Thomas has reported 
these first-year results. Details of
